network,

county and State boundaries. Thus, 
while the immediate needs of a State 
or district may determine priority of 
construction, each new link will bring 
nearer the completion of the system 
as a whole. 
Each district engineer of the depart- 1 
ment is fully informed as to the pro­ 
cedure for interim projects which is so 
simplified that if important projects 
are chosen in good faith there will be 
no delay in obtaining approval for 
them. 
.The greatest traffic problems lie in 
the eastern States, some of which al­ 
ready have a large 
mileage of im­ 
proved roads. 
It will be a compara­ 
tively short time, because of new con­ 
struction and better maintenance, un­ 
til the transcontinental tourist will be 
provided with roads that are entirely 
serviceable throughout the seasons of 
the year when other conditions favor 
such traffic. 
The Big Road Problem is in Densely 
Settled Sections. 
The really serious traffic problems 
lie around and between large centers 
of population. 
Rapid multiplication 
in the numbers of 
automobiles and 
motor trucks—the number in 1921 be­ 
ing 18 times what it was in 1910— 
have accentuated the seriousness 
of 
the problem. For roads built previous 
to the advent of the dense motor traf­ 
fic, alignments, widths, and types were 
planned for use of the slower, lighter, 
horse-drawn vehicles. Traffic lines are 
from town to town and generally fol­ 
low through the most congested parts 
of population centers.

ers who have not yet received

The state highway department has 
served

R. J. 
Boyd, a 
native of 
Adams county, died Friday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock 
at his 
home at Upton 
Franklin county, of uraemic poisoning. 
If he had lived until January 4, 1922, 
he would have been 88 years old. 
Captain Boyd was bom in Adams 
county on January 4, 1834, a son of 
John and Catherine Boyd, the form­ 
er from England and the latter from 
Ireland.

Pennsylvania Volunteer Cavalry, and 
served a month over his period 
of 
enlistment, six months. He was chos­ 
en to command the company with the 
rank of captain. 
At the termination 
of his enlistment he returned to Up­ 
ton and engaged in business in 
the 
mercantile line. Two years ago Cap­ 
tain Boyd lost his eyesight.
